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NACOD knocked down to the ground ...again 


Approximately 150 residents determine the fate of 28 articles at town meeting

WILMINGTON - Town meet- 
ing began more than a half 
hour after its scheduled start 
time due to a lack of quorum. 
The required minimum of 150 
registered Wilmington voters 
were hard to find on the beauti- 
ful Saturday morning. An 
appeal was even made on 
WCTV for voters to come down 
to the Wilmington High School 
gymnasium, and shortly there- 
after the business of the town 
was taken up. 

Once again this year, resi- 
dents voted down the Planning 
Board's proposed 
Neighborhood Activity Center 
Overlay District (NACOD) for 
North Wilmington. 

The proposal, which sought to 
create an overlay district to 
promote the revitalization of 
industrially developed land 
along and off Middlesex Avenue 
from Waltham Street to 
Lubbers Brook, was similarly 
defeated when it was first 
brought to Town Meeting floor 
last year. 

By encouraging a mix of busi- 
ness, residential, and civic uses 
that would be friendly to pedes- 
trian, vehicular, and bicycle 
traffic, the NACOD would - 
according to its framers - have 
encouraged owners of currently 
underutilized warehouse and 
industrial buildings to redevel- 
op the parcels into more attrac- 
tive and efficient uses. 

The proposal's defeat in 2006 
was due to residents’ concerns 
surrounding the NACOD's 
height restrictions, setbacks, 


and a perception that the resi- 
dents had not been given 
enough opportunity to offer 
input. Over the course of the 
last year, the Planning Board 
refined aspects of the NACOD 


to address those concerns, and 
sponsored a number of public 
sessions for residents to offer 
input. 

Despite those efforts, however, 
residents again voiced dissatis- 


factions with the proposal. 
Residents articulated concerns 
over the potential number of 
residential units that could be 
built, and the strain it would 
place on the police and fire 


crews. Additionally, residents 
were concerned with the con- 
cept of an overlay district, as 
opposed to a straight forward 
rezoning. An overlay district 
would not eliminate the under- 


lying industrial zoning and 
would allow a property owner, 
who was so inclined, to build 
another warehouse or industri- 
al use building on the site. ==

As we age we lose our sharp- 
ness to think and act. This fact 
seems to be left out by the 
advancement of new technolo- 
gies. Many older people have 
difficulty keeping up with the 
new changes. New technology 
is focusing on the needs of the 
young. Learning and adapting 
to new things are challenges to 
most young people. The elderly 
are affected differently. If a new 
task is complex, the elderly will 
often give up. 

Teaching the elderly new ways 
takes patience and understand- 
ing. Even though they may have 
all their faculties, they are 
geared to their information at a 
slower pace. The fear factor 
must also be dealt with. Older 
people are fearful of change. 

‘The computer is a good exam- 
ple. I have many older friends 
who were expert typist on the 
old typewriters who refuse to 
type on a computer, In trying to 
expose some of my friends to the 
computer they were all hesitant, 
with many flatly refusing. It is a 
great loss for those who will not 
learn the computer, It could 
open a whole new world for 
them. Their idle time would 
become interesting and produc- 
tive, Medical information, news 
of the day, weather reports, and 


the sharing of e-mails, indeed 
fills a day. Boredom will never 
set in while days are made short- 
er and pleasant. 

Great joy could be brought to 
your elderly parents if you could 
convince them to use a comput- 
er. By using the proper 
approach it’s very possible. 
Keep in mind the elderly will be 
extra sensitive to failure. First 
of all prepare them for possible 
failure.

However, the outside 
world is harder to teach or 
change. We can't control the

Summer may be your favorite 
time of year, but with it comes 
the heat, humidity and summer 
storms - all of which can be very 
hard on your dog. When plan- 
ning your summer, it is impor- 
tant to remember your canine 
family members to make sure 
they make it through the sum- 
mer happy and healthy. 

"We see and hear of so many 
dogs every summer that get dan- 
gerously ill, or worse, by being 
placed in completely avoidable 
situations," stated Liam Crowe, 
Bark Busters' COO and master 
trainer. "Many times the owners 
just don't know any better, so 
education is the first step in pre- 
venting our dogs from getting 
heat stroke, dehydration and 
other heat related maladies." 

Depending on your experience 
level with dogs, below are either 
some new tips or some impor- 
tant reminders to keep your 
canine friends happy and safe 
during the summer months. 

Heat 

Heat can kill ... and very quick- 
ly. Make sure your pet has plen- 
ty of cool, clean water. Do not 
dehydrate your pup by exercis- 
ing it in the heat of the day. Save 
the run or long walk for early 
morning or late evening when it 
is cooler. Bring plenty of water 
with you and give him a drink 
whenever you take one. Be 
aware, too, that hot pavement 
can burn your dog's paws. So if 
the pavement feels warm or hot 
to your hand, your dog will not 
like it. Dogs don't have shoes to 


“insulate their feet! 


If your dog is spending time 
outside, make sure he has shade

Some dogs love to stick their 
heads out of the window to catch 
a breeze. It may look cute to you, 
but flying objects can injure

It is also important for you to 
keep an on him when he is in 
the pool ause swimming is 
very tiring for a dog. 

Be aware of the surrounding 
area if you take your dog to the 
beach, lake or pond. Watch for 
trouble and make sure your dog 


will come to you as soon as you 
call. Recall is one of the most 
important lessons you can teach 
your dog. It can literally save-his 
life.

Allergies 


O.k., what happened to a typical New 
England spring?

imple terms, an allergy is a hyper- 
active response of the immune system to 
vertain substances that are 'foreign' to 
the body, called allergens. Allergens can 
range from food and pollen to chemi 

cals, drugs and dust 

Allergies are acquired, in most cases, 
and some people are more susceptible 
than the others. A person must have at 
least one contact with a substance to 
become sensitive, or allergic to it. 


is the liver that fil 

circulating within to 

his organ that takes foreign 

s and converts them to 'friend- 

When substances aren't fil- 

tered correctly the body will attempt to 
get rid of it in other ways. 

This inability to change ‘foreign’ to 

‘friendly’ causes the immune system to 

take action. When the immune system 


signals for it, certain cells release hista- 
mines so we can sneeze, cough and blow 
out the foreign substances. 

There is a much more involved process 
as to the biochemical causes linked to 
allergies, including candida, hepatic 
stones, leaky gut, etcetera. But to keep 
it simple, it mostly boils down to the 
liver. 

If your liver isn't functioning optimal- 
ly, you are more prone to allergies. This 
goes back to one of my last articles. Due 
to many of the foreign substances we 
ingest, inhale, or absorb into our bodies, 
our livers become overloaded. This cre- 
ates what I like to call the “sludge” 
affect. Picture a drain in your house 
such as your sink or shower. Over time 
the drain can get clogged due to sub- 
stance build up, until not even liquid can 
pass through. 

Conventional treatment of allergies is 
most commonly directed to block the 
immune response, or in more severe 
cases, to suppress the entire immune 
function with steroids, both topical and 
systemic. While this approach can pro- 
vide symptomatic relief, it does nothing 
to address the underlying cause of the 
problem. Patients often become depen- 
dant on their medication, suffering from 
numerous side effects, and most impor- 
tantly, they worsen their overall health 
by constantly suppressing the immune 
system. This is why | will initially rec- 
ommend a more natural, conservative 
approach 

Another avenue that many people still 
don't correlate with allergies is compli- 


mentary and alternative treatments 
such as chiropractic care. As a matter 
of fact, a common side-affect of chiro- 
practic adjustments is the decrease of 
allergy symptoms due to the neurologi- 
cal correlation of the cervical spine and 
sinus organs as well as the thoracic 
spine to the liver. 

Children will often find the greatest 
benefit from adjustments alone. Often, 
children can decrease or omit allergy 
medicines all together with regular chi- 
ropractic adjustments. Adults, however, 
often need a coordination of care and 
natural medicinals to get the same 
results. 

Other complimentary therapies have 
also been proven beneficial for allergies, 
including the increasingly popular 
acupuncture and ayurvedic medicine. 

Other things you may want to consider 
to decrease the misery of allergy sea- 
sons include changing food intake, Stay 
away from processed foods including 
sugars, high fructose corn syrup, dyes, 
and etcetera. The less your liver has to 
work to process this junk, the better you 
will feel come allergy season. There is 
no need for colored goldfish for chil- 
dren. 

If you're pregnant or nursing, nip it in 
the bud early. People who grow up on 
farms do not have allergies to fur. In 
other words, if you can, don't be too 
stressed about the little things. 

I remember during my childbirth class 
my husband and I sat with another 
expecting couple during lunch. The 
woman did nothing but worry about how 


to sanitize absolutely everything and 
she couldn't indulge in so much as a 
snack for nine months because it would 
make her unborn child allergic. I guar- 
antee this couple is in some much need- 
ed therapy now. 

While it's good to be aware and lessen 
the chemicals in the air for your chil- 
dren, a fanatical approach to all aller- 
gens, including naturally-occurring 
ones, can actually increase the likeli- 
hood of developing allergies later. 
There is such a thing as too much. 

Also, some studies claim vaccinations 
contribute to allergies. I could go on for 
another three pages on that subject, but 
I shall stay away. 

Don't be afraid to open up the house, 
There is something to say about an old 
house. They are much less likely to 
grow mold and have formaldehyde type 
substances lingering in carpets, 
etcetera, Drafty houses that don't incu- 
bate at seventy degrees are much less 
likely to harbor “allergy invaders”. 

As for natural medicinals I often 
advise on a number of options. My 
favorite is a natural antihistaminic with 
Yakriton, which naturally cleanses the 
liver and decreases the histamine 
response. 

Butterbur, a shrub-like plant that 
grows in Northern Asia, Europe and 
parts of North America, has been 
thought to block the activation of hista- 
mines and help curb the symptoms of 
allergies. 

Some studies have shown Butterbur to 
have results with higher dosages. 


However, its side-affects are greater 
than many other alternatives so it's not 
one that I recommend often. 

Increase your carotenoids, most popu- 
lar being beta-carotene. While no specif- 
ic studies show a direct response, a 
reduction of carotenoids in the diet is 
thought to increase inflammation in the 
airways. 

Omega-3 fatty acids are what I call the 
‘big guns'. Along with these are helpful 
in so many ways because we tend to be 
lacking in these essential nutrients. I 
will often recommend them for anything 
from heart disease and arthritis to 
ADD. Research suggests that these fatty 
acids may reduce the production of 
inflammatory chemicals in the body. 


Although there are no randomized con- 
trolled trials showing that omega-3 fatty 
acids are effective treatments for hay 
fever, there are associations in studies 
with decreased risks for hayfever in 
individuals. 

Anyone who is on blood-thinners such 
as warfarin (Coumadin) or heparin 
should discuss their options with their 
doctor before increasing these fatty 
acids. However, to note, these people 
may. not have had to take these strong 
prescriptions if their diets consisted of 
more omega-3s in the first place. 

This season take a hold of your health 
by nipping allergies in the bud early. 
Stop waiting for the Claritin commercial 
and do something a little more natural 
for a change. 

Here's to your health...naturally.

WILMINGTON - Wilmington

At Tew-Mac Airport, an air- 
plane flipped over. 

The storm lasted for about 
30 hours, not clearing until 
Tuesday evening. When the 
snow changed back to rain on 
Tuesday, many catch basins 
were clogged, resulting in 
flooding. 

Power was out Tuesday in 
two-thirds of Wilmington and 
most of Tewksbury. Cellars 
were flooded both on high 
ground and low and firemen 
were busy aiding people with 
flooded basements. In Lowell, 
the Red Cross was swamped 
with calls from people seek- 
ing shelter. 

In Tewksbury, the power 
lasted through the town meet- 
ing, which adjourned at 10:23 
p.m. The lights went out 
about 11 pm. At the CB 
Coffee Shop, the clock read 
9:30, 

The Wilmington Police 
Station was operating on 
emergency power twice, once 
in the early morning hours 
beginning at 12:26 a.m. and 
again in the afternoon, at 
12:10 p.m. The police radio 
was weak, due to the repeater, 
located on the Hillside Way 
water tower, having lost 
power. It had no generator. 

Police were also swamped 
with burglar alarms, due to 
broken telephone wires. 

Falling limbs and trees 


caused damage to a few 
homes and blocked a number 
of streets. Two large trees fell 
on Nichols Street. Smaller 
limbs fell on most streets, cre- 
ating a slalom course for 
early-morning motorists. 

The storm dealt a double 
blow to the MacMullin family 
of Ferguson Road, 
Wilmington. A tree fell in the 
front yard, breaking open the 
front of the house. Another 
tree did likewise in the rear. 

The storm was a long one 
for the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School band and chorus. 
They had been in Fredonia, 
N.Y. over the weekend for a 
concert. On the way home, 
they rode through a snow- 
storm in western New 


England, where, at the time,’ 


there was 10 inches of snow 
on the ground. When they 
arrived home at 6:30 p.m. 
Monday, it was raining in 
Tewksbury. But the snow fol- 
lowed them east, and caught 
up with them later that night. 

Weathermen were saying 
that the snowfall was the first 
of its kind in more than 110 
years. But Capt. Larz Neilson 
recalled in the Town Crier 
that week that in 1917, his 
father, Peter Neilson, had 
peas that were seven inches 
high on May 7. When Peter 
woke up the next morning, 
however, his peas were cov- 
ered with snow. 


Harvesting the rain 
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wrapped in a_ watertight 
membrane. The design 
allows for easy transportation 
of the system prior to instal- 
lation, and it provides for the 
opportunity to easily expand 
the capacity of the storage 
tank in the future. 

According to Phil Reidy of 
Rainwater Recovery, Inc., the 
life of the tank is expected to 
last a minimum of 50 years.

“And it is built to 
accommodate future expan- 
sion.” 

The cost of the system came 
in at $23,000, which does not

contribute substantially, and 
to provide welcomed relief for 
the town's water supply. If 
and when the storage tank 
empties, a switching mecha- 
nism will kick-in and supply 
town water. 

Despite the existing residen- 
tial water restrictions, the 
Water Department is expect- 
ed to provide irrigation for 
playing and _ recreational 
fields for the safety of the 
children using them. 

“This system will calculate 
how much water is collected 
from rainwater, and how 
much water it has saved the 
town,” Cohen said. “We're 
hoping that the town will like 
what it sees and will dupli- 
cate the project at other loca- 
tions.”

As the discussion of a pro- 
posed FieldTurf installation 
continues, it is important to 
assess the injury probabilities 
on the surface. 

According to local trainers, 
injuries are not a concern 

The FieldTurf website wants 
to make one point extremely 
clear. FieldTurf is not 
Astroturf. 

“FieldTurf is dramatically dif- 
ferent from traditional synthet- 
ic turf. The most striking dif- 
ference is immediately obvious. 
Instead of a dense, abrasive 
rug, FieldTurf’s fiber surface is 
soft, silky - like new blades of 
grass in a spring meadow. 
Players can slide, tackle and 
tumble on FieldTurf’s unique 
blend of specially treated 
Polyethylene fibers without 
fear of abrasions. Rug burns 
are a thing of the past. The old 
hatred of “turf” - voiced so 
loudly by players, trainers, 
coaches, the media, even par- 
ents and doctors - simply van- 
ishes, a distant memory from 
the rough ‘carpet age.” 

Two local trainers, Michelle 
Martel and Bill Martin, do not 
disagree with the statement. 

“On the old turf there were a 
lot of knee injuries, to the ACL 
and ligaments,” said Martel 
“But the new turf isn’t that bad. 
It’s nothing like the old turf.” 

Martin concurs. “Injury wise 
its much better (than 
Astroturf).” Martin also dispels 
the notion of any abrasions or 
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cuts. " 
“I read the article in the Town 
Crier about the turf, and I have 
never had any kids complain 
about burns or cuts from the 
turf. I have had some normal 
football ones like a cut fronv a 
cleat, but never directly from 
the turf.” 

Martel said that “The abra- 
sions on the turf are no worse 
than the ones from grass.” 

It is also clear that the turf 
would be beneficial to ‘all 
sports. Martin talked about how 
for Field Hockey, players woald 
benefit from having no imper- 
fections in the turf. Weird or 
awkward bounces make for 
unnecessary goals and can also 
result in rolled ankles.

process. 


“Based on the informa- 
ton provided by the propo- 
nent and consultation with 
relevant public agencies, I 
conclude that no further 
MEPA review is required; 
Bowles ruled. 

“The review [thus far] 
has served adequately to dis- 
close potential impacts and 
mitigation, and to demon- 
strate that the project 
impacts do not warrant the 
preparation of an environ- 
mental impact report, the 
EOEA secretary furthered. 

“According to Mawn & 
Mawn, P.-C. attorney James 
Mawn, III, his clients were 
pleased with the recent 
EOEA decision. 

“The development, which 
is scheduled to break ground 
by this summer, still needs to 
obtain several permits with 
other state agencies, primar- 
ily with MassHighway.

ny garden or patio setting 
with plant life to soften the 
hardscape of wood, rock and 
brick.

* The odds have it. Consider 
framing your outdoor space 
with plants in groups of odd 
numbers.

Have you heard about HPV? It's hard not to have, considering 
the influx of commercials urging women to talk to their doctors 
about this series of viruses. Should you panic and dial the phone 
immediately for an appointment” Probably not. However, knowing 
about HPV can be beneficial. 

What is HPV? 

The hype around human papiloma virus (HPV) would leave one 
to believe that it is a new disease that just arrived in this country 
on the coattails of the avian flu. On the contrary, HPV is a common 
virus that most people get at one point during their lives. The 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) estimates that 
as many as 80 percent of women will get a genital type of HPV by

There are more than 100 types of HPV that typically affect the 
skin. Usually, HPV causes no problems and the body naturally sup- 


- presses the virus. When HPV does affect the body, it is usually in

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tal warts or slight cellular changes. They're known as low-risk 
because they can't cause cervical cancer. High risk types, of which 
there are dozens, can cause abnormal cell changes in the cervix, 
called dysplasia or CIN (the abbreviation for cervical intraepithe- 
lial neoplasia), These changes may gradually develop into cervical 
cancer if not treated. 

Even in high-risk cases, many times the body's immune system 
suppresses the virus before any harm can be done. The CDC esti- 
mates that 70 percent of new HPV infections (including those that 
are "high risk") go away within one year, and 91 percent are gone 
within two years. However, when the virus remains active, doctors 
have reason for concern for cancer. 

How is HPV Contracted? 

As mentioned, this is a very common virus that is spread 
through skin-on-skin contact. The virus resides in the outer layer 
of the skin and can be passed through intimate touching and sex. 
It can passed to the genitals or other areas of the body. Both men 
and women can be affected by HPV. 

Because it is spread through the skin, condoms are not entirely 
effective in preventing genital cases because the entire region is 
not covered. Research is still being conducted into whether HPV 
can be contracted through oral sex, though the American College 
of Obstetricians and Gynecologists considers the spread of HPV 
through this route to be rare. 

Symptoms of HPV are often nonexistent, apart from occasional 
warts. 

Reducing the Risk 

There are ways to protect yourself from HPV and its effects, 
such as cervical cancer. 

+ Limit sexual partners. 

+ Use a condom if you are not in a monogamous relationship. 
Even though condoms don't provide 100 percent protection, they 
can still be helpful 

+ To reduce the chance that HPV will persist if present, do not 
smoke, which can hinder the immune system. You should also take 
a folic acid supplement. Women taking this type of B vitamin were 
less likely to get a new HPV infection. And if an HPV infection 
already existed, it was less likely to persist 

The FDA has approved a drug for the prevention of HPV-relat- 
ed cervical cancer. Safe to be given to women ages 9 to 26, 
Guardasil® offers protection from infection and dise associat- 
ed with "high-risk" HPV types that cause approximately 70 percent 
of cervical cancers. The vaccine also blocks the "low-risk" types 
found with most cases of genital warts. However, there is caution- 
ary information from the FDA that "females are not protected if 
they have been infected with [the targeted] HPV types prior to vac- 
cination, indicating the importance of immunization before poten- 
tial exposure to the virus." This means a girl needs to use 
Guardasil before her first sexual relationship. And an immunized 
woman can still be infected by one of the non-targeted types of 
HPV covered by the immunization, so it's not fool-proof. 

Can HPV Be Treated? 

Regular antibiotics will not eliminate HPV from the body. 
Usually HPV is normally suppressed. Once a specific type of HPV 
is present, you become immune to it and cannot contract the same 
type again. There are treatments if the virus causes genital warts 
or pre-cancerous cells on the cervix. 

Regular screening with a Pap smear and HPV test is so critical 
to a woman's health. Early treatment of pre-cancerous cells in the 
cervix or other vaginal areas can prevent cancer before it develops 
in most cases. Right now there is no FDA-approved HPV test for 
men.
